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Heoiew of the Annual Meeting of the Board. 

Tun Board has met, and though we shared in the 
disappointment, occasioned by the change of place, yet 
in the issue all must feel that it has been overruled for 
good. We have found that it is not impossible to have 
a good meeting in the city of New-York ; and while 
devoutly thankful for the good spirit which prevailed, 
we cannot but rejoice that from this great Metropolis, the 
heart of the nation, in its commercial and religious 
being, shall go forth stirring and mighty influences to 
the extreme borders of the Church, and of our land. 
It seemed as if all orders and classes of men among us, 
Bishops, Clergymen, and Laymen, were bowed, as the 
heart of one man, in humble penitence, enlarged desires, 
and earnest, holy resolutions for the time tocome. The 
difficulties and discouragements, the short-comings and 
deficiencies of the past, seemed but the key-note of a 
new spirit, and of better things in the opening future, 
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The tidings of heavy debt seemed only to reveal a deep 
sense of short-coming, and the large resources of a 
Church, so blessed of God, in worldly wealth, in spir- 
itual privileges, and in precious opportunities. There 
seemed to be no thought of looking back, or going 
back, of faint hearts or weak hands, but a full, strong, 
clear sense of duty and privilege, in the great work 
which is given us to do. And yet, no mere feelings, how- 
ever warm and strong, no good resolutions, however 
sincere and earnest, will carry on the work. The prac- 
tical test is now before us, in the good works, the rich 
fruits, the cheerful sacrifices, and the free-will offerings, 
of the coming year. With this view we commend the 
Proceedings of the Board, the Reports of the Commit- 
tees, and of our Missionary Bishops, to the delibe- 
rate judgment and conscience of the Church. The 
teachings of the annual sermon, too, if read and pon- 
dered, inwardly digested, and honestly carried out, will 
reveal the cause of past deficiencies, and point out the 
remedy for all our evils. Self-consecration, after the 
mind and example of Christ, in the spirit of penitence, 
faith, and love, will warm the heart, open the hand, and 
fill our treasury with ample means, and our desert wilds 
“with joy and gladness, thanksgiving and the voice of 
melody.” ‘The field is everywhere widening and grow- 
ing, the calls for aid are louder and deeper, the oppor- 
tunities and openings were never fairer, and more 
urgent; it only remains, then, for all orders of men among 
us to rally, and work, and pray and give. “‘ The God of 
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Heaven, He will prosper us, therefore we, His servants, 
will arise and build,” should be the earnest and unanimous 
resolve of Bishops, Pastors, and people, everywhere, each 
in his proper sphere, with his earnest, utmost power, of 
influence, of diligence, of interest, of effort, of faith, of 
prayer, of love. Only let the whole united Church 
beat true and warm to the generous impulse which has 
now been given, and we shall feel and own its power 
in years to come. Let faith and prayer lay hold of and 
rejoice in these tokens and earnests of good. And may 
the good spirit of grace and of peace dwell im, rouse, 
draw out, unite and bless all hearts, and hopes, in this 


our great and holy work.

At a Meeting of the Domestic Committee, held on Monday Evening, Oct: 
29th, 1855, the following Resolutions weré unanimously adopted : 


Resolved, That in the present aspect of our interests and prospects, we coms 
mend the Advent Statement and Appeal to the special attention of all the 
Bishops, Clergy, and Laity of the Church, and that the Secretary be requested to 
circulate it, as speedily and widely as possible, by sending it individually, and by 
its publication in the various periodicals of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

Resolved, That the Bishops of the Church be respectfully requested to use their 
influence in such way as they may think best, to attain the very desirable end 
of enlisting the co-operation of every clergyman, and securing a contribution from 
every parish, for our Domestic Missions during the present year, 


Avoent Statement and Appeal for 1955. 


TO THE BISHOPS, CLERGY, AND LAITY OF THE PROTESTANT 
EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Tite Domestic Committee, in entering on another year, would with all 
éarnestness, make this their Adverit Statement and Appeal, and’ ask for it 
the attention and interest of every Bishop, Minister and member of the 
Church. 

They would fitst speak of their encouragements, and these are 
many and cheering. Their field is enlarging, so as to be washed 
by two oceans, and rapidly filling up with a teeming population, out of 
every nation under heaven, who are to become part and portion of our body 
politic, and must exert a powerful influence, for good or evil, on our future 
history as a Christian people. To make these various elements harmoniously 
unite, we must have the transforming power of the Gospel, with the conser- 
vative and elevating influences of the Church of Christ. Never were the 
calls more loud and affecting, the openings more numerous and full of pro- 
mise, and the opportunities more auspicious, for a vigorous and earnest pro- 
secution of the Missionary work throughout our land, than now. From 
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every quarter, borne on every breeze, from our old foundations, and from 
our Missionary borders, is the ery heard, “Come over and help us,” while 
multitudes, weary of strife and perplexity, are longing and sighing for rest, 
and looking to the Church for a refuge. Added to this, we have to cheer us, 
a new and cordial interest in our work, growing and spreading every year. 
Earnest work is the best means and pledge of unity and growth, after the 
Apostolic model; for it is written of those early days, “‘Then had the 
Churches rest throughout all Judea and Samaria, and Galilee, and were 
edified, and walking in the fear of the Lord, and in the comfort of the Holy 
Ghost, were multiplied.” Such are our encouragements—a spreading field— 
an open door, an increasing spirit of unity and peace, with no let or hin- 
drance but our own apathy and want of faith, and no measure or bounds of 
our duty, our privileges, and opportunity in this great work. 

We next turn to our discouragements: these are threefold. Ist. We are 
in debt. 2d. But few parishes, compared with the whole number, contri- 
bute; and, 3d, the field grows upon us so much faster than we can occupy 
and take care of it. 

1st. Then we are in debt, and $7,000 deficiency must be made up before 
we can begin to provide for the urgent and increasing wants of the present 
year. In our Annual Report to the Board we said: “It surely cannot be 
that we must go back, retrench, and cut off our scanty aid, when so many 
favorable openings are before us, and so many weighty and heart-stirring 
motives are pressing upon us. We begin the year with a heavy load, whick 
calls for immediate effort and liberal aid, or it will weigh us down, and com- 
pel us to stay our hand, in reaping a rich harvest, full of promise, if we are 
prompt and faithful, but fraught with danger, if we delay or neglect the 
opportunity. We submit it to the Board and to the Church, whether they 
can say to us, Stand still, and hold back, and not rather, Go forward, and 
God speed you, and we will cheer and help you in your good work and labor 
of love.” 

The Board have heartily responded, and virtually said to us, Go forward, 
and God speed you,” in the following resolutions, which were unanimously 
adopted : 

1, “Kesolved, That in view of the vast and growing field of Missionary 
labor, open before the Domestic Committee, it is the ardent hope of this 
Board that they may be furnished with the means of extending their efforts, 
rather than compelled to contract their sphere of labor. 

2. Lesolved, That the members of our Church are affectionately urged to 
pour their liberal gifts into the Treasury of the Committee, in order to en- 
able them to meet their responsibilities, and to enlarge their operations.” 

Now, we are truly thankful for these kind and cordial words; but we know 
from sad experience how little even the kindest words avail, when we are 
called to bear the burden and heat of the day, and with weary, anxious hearts, 
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provide for the sacred claims and pressing wants entrusted to our care. If 
these kind words are but the utterance of an earnest spirit, which shall find 
its pleasure and its work in corresponding deeds; if, indeed, the members of 
our Church thus “affectionately urged, shall promptly pour their liberal gifts 
into our treasury,” and if the ardent hope of the members of the Board, “that 
we may be furnished with the means of extending our efforts, rather than 
compelled to contract our sphere of labor,” shall tend to prompt and en- 
ergetic efforts for our comfort and relief, then we shall be able, with glad 
hearts, ” to meet our responsibilities, and enlarge our operations.” But as 
honest, prudent men, and good stewards, we have no right to run in debt 
without a reasonable prospect of being able to pay it, nor to hold out hopes, 
to our weary Bishops and our self-denying Missionaries, which, in the time 
of urgent need, must only issue in a sad and painful disappointment. 

While, then, we would be cheerful and hopeful, we must also be prudent 
and just. We wait to see the tokens of this cordial interest, in ready and 
substantial fruits. We ask, then, an early and liberal response, during the 
season of Advent, or as soon after as possible, that we may know on what 
to depend, and how to adjust our plans and appropriations for the current 
year. We shall rejoice if, as the early issue of this appeal, we shall feel 
warranted in going on, and so enlarging our operations, as to meet the grow- 
ing desires and requests of the Bishops in charge, and the proper wants and 


claims of our extending field. : 
2. But then, again, we are discouraged that so few parishes, in proportion 


to the whole number, contribute to our funds. Only six hundred and fifty- 
two, a little more than one-third of all our working parishes, last year, made 
any contribution to our treasury. But where are all the rest? What if 
some do contribute to their favorite objects, local or general? These are 
but few, out of the whole; and we believe that they who do the most, for in- 
dividual and local claims, do also most for our general purposes. We fear it 
indicates a small appreciation of the duty and privilege of works, and gifts, 
and prayers, for the wants and interests of others, in many Ce the congrega- 
tions of the Church. Itis written in the Word of God, and in the example 
of Christ, ‘‘ Look not every man on his own things, but every man also on 
the things of others,” and it is true alike in nature and in grace, “that the 
liberal soul shall be made fat, and he that watereth shall be watered also 
himself.” There is no reversing this standing rule, of God’s ordering. The 
only issue of the poor attempt will be leanness ond porary, and a want of 
the real, the earnest, and the blessed in the oe nie We ask, most 
earnestly, then, of every Minister of the Church, to give his people the op- 
portunity to contribute to our work and wants, during the present year. Our 
one desire is, to have every parish a tributary stream, and every clergyman 
of our Church, a fellow-worker and helper in our blessed cause. ae have, 
with us, a common interest in its progress and success. We are willing to 
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bear the burden and the care, but we invoke most earnestly their sympathy and 
aid. We find no fault ; but as servants of the Church, we would rather, for 
love’s sake, beseech our brethren of the clergy, to weigh well the question 
of duty, and of privilegein this behalf. With the cheering aid of their sympa- 
thy and prayers, cur burden will be easy and light, but left to bear it alone, 
it must become grievous and intolerable. We ask, then, every minister to 
come to our aid, and we call on every parish, large or small, to show their 
good-will, by a prompt and liberal contribution. 

3. Once more, we are discouraged when we see the field grow on us, 
so much more rapidly than we can occupy and improve it. This is the 
great discouragement, to have calls we cannot answer, fields we cannot 
reap, cries we cannot heed, and precious opportunities passing away, and lost 
forever. ‘There is no standing stillin our work. The time is short; our 
work must be done, now or never. Our new States and territories are 
filling up, growing and moulding, for all the future of our being and destiny. 
We verily believe, that there is in the hands and trust of the members of our 
Church, enough and to spare of abounding wealth, ofready sympathy, of 
willing liberality, if they can only be reached and drawn out. 

On these, under God, is our trust and hope. First and best, is our firm 
trust in the good spirit of grace and of love, and next, we make our warm 
and strong appeal to all who have this spirit of Christ in their hearts, to do 
its bidding, and follow its promptings in the great work and cause for which 
Christ died, and on which he has set the seal of his resurrection and ascen- 
sion. Brethren beloved, the work is great, the time is short, Death hastens 
on apace, the Judge stands before the door, souls are perishing for lack of 
knowledge, and all the voices of time and eternity cry in our hearts, “ what- 
soever thy hand findeth to do, do it with thy might.”

Sn troductorn Remarks. 


Tue recent meeting of the Board of Missions, the 
doings of which are recorded in the following pages, 
was signalized by many circumstances of unusual in- 
terest. 

In venturing to introduce these pages by a few re- 
marks in regard to the same, our position is something 
like that of the Bishop of Ohio, when he rose in the 
Board, upon the question of certain Resolutions, ap- 
pended to the Report upon the Report of the Foreign 
Committee, and said he could not sit still and hear 
those Resolutions passed in the silent manner in which 
the Board received and acted upon them. And then fol- 
lowed that thrilling speech of his which fired the hearts 
and loosed the tongue of the members of the Board; 
and for an hour or two made the Church in which the 
Board was assembled, the scene of the most animating 
and delightful discussion which can possibly be ima- 
gined. Those who were present, never perhaps wit- 
nessed a clearer demonstration of the presence and

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power of the Holy Spirit in any public assembly, than 
was there enjoyed. No means had previously been 
adopted to secure the result ;—matters were moving 
on after the usual routine, when, as if the gracious Sa- 
viour would cheer his people in the prosecution of 
the Missionary work, and chide them too for their slow- 
ness of heart, and their want of faithfulness in it, He 
vouchsafed a manifest token of His presence and 
blessing. 

God grant that the things which He taught them 
in that hour may not be forgotten, or be as a dream 
when one awaketh. Tidings concerning these things 
have been made known to very many who were not 
present on the occasion referred to, and will be still 
more widely laid before the Church by those who were 
appointed by the Board to send out an Appeal, set- 
ting forth the pressing wants in both departments of 
our Missionary work. 

We have felt that we must say a word touching 
this matter—that we must make our Missionary pub- 
lication to give not only a record of the business of the 
Board, and Reports, but also to bear witness to the 
fact, that the Meeting in October, 1855, was charac- 
terized by the presentation of facts well calculated to 
humble the Church in deepest self-abasement before 
God, while, at the same time, there was much, very 
much to encourage the heart, and lead to the joyful 
anticipation of brighter and better days in regard to 
work of Missions in our Church. 

There was the humiliating truth, that laborers stood 
ready to go forth into the foreign field, and the Church, 
so far from providing the means, had so inadequately 
responded to the pressing calls of the Foreign Com- 
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mittee, as to leave them with a Treasury bankrupt in 
a sum of several thousand dollars for money borrowed, 
with bills of supplies for Africa long due, unpaid, 
while further supplies, costing not less than five thou- 
sand dollars, must at once be sent. This was the dark 
cloud which shrouded the prospects of the Foreign 
Department, and filled the hearts of the Foreign Com- 
mittee with deepest anxiety. Then at this juncture, 
amid the scenes which we have already spoken, a light 
sprung up, relieving in a measure the pressing necessity 
with which they were burdened. It was stated that 
$4,500 were wanted, to send forth and support, for 
one year, the three Missionaries then and there wait- 
ing. The Rector of St. George’s Church, in the City 
of New-York, pledged himself for one-third of the 
amount, others followed, in sums from fifty to five 
hundred dollars, until within a very short time, two 
hundred dollars more than the whole amount asked 
for this object, were pledged. We glory not in this 
result, we have no right to do so; in it, however, 
we do rejoice. And yet there is one way in which 
the amount just mentioned, aye, and ten times that 
amount might have been realized; a way too which 
would have afforded far greater occasion for rejoicing, 
than did that which led to the securing of the above 
amount. If,instead of being obliged to call upon those 
who had already contributed largely to the funds of 
the Foreign Committee, those Nine Hundred Pa- 
rishes which have hitherto done nothing, could have 
been moved to do their duty in the matter, then in- 
deed our joy would have been greatly increased. We 
are truly glad that there are those who are willing, 
even beyond their means, to help forward in the glo- 
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rious work of preaching the Gospel to the poor hea- 
then; and we are sorry, not for the sake of the cause 
only, but for their own sakes, that there are so many 
of the clergy of our Church who do not present the 
cause of Foreign Missions to their people. Itisa great 
loss to any parish to fail to aid in this work of giving 
the Gospel to the heathen. We do not think that any 
parish has a right to look for prosperity within its own 
borders, which habitually, neglects its duty in this re- 
spect ; and we do not hesitate to say, that the best signs 
of a true spiritual life in a parish are wanting, where 
nothing is done in aid of Foreign Missions. 

While then we should rejoice greatly in having this 
department relieved from the embarrassments under 
which it has so long labored, by the active co-operation 
of every parish, it would be no less a ground of joy, 
to find in this an assurance that God’s blessing would 
most assuredly be poured out upon every home-field. 
We earnestly desire a consummation like this:—we 
believe we are gradually attaining it: new parishes 
are being added to the list of those which contribute 
to Foreign Missions; but when we remember that 
twenty years have passed away since our present Mis- 
sionary organization was formed, and yet, that more 
than half of the parishes do nothing—we are forced to 
exclaim, how long, how long must we wait !

The 
past year has been a good year for our Domestic Missions. 
We have rejoiced in its increased receipts, as the best proof of 
cordial confidence, and renewed interest and zeal. But our 
vast and ever-growing field has its ever-growing wants and 
claims. The past year is, then, no guide for this. Our motto 
must be “ Ever onward!” further and higher in our field and 
our aims, and deeper in your sympathies and hearts. We have 
the: mighty West to plead in our behalf; the distant spreading 
coast of the Pacific, ore from afar its imploring voice; the 
“Chinese in California,” in crowds of idolatrous and benighted 
heathen, gathering on our shores, mingling with our people, 
thrown on our hands, and claiming our sympathies and prayers ; 
the weary band of our laborious and faithful Missionaries need- 
ing larger aid and a more full support, and the whole “ field 
white unto the harvest,” calling for sympathy and interest, for 
prayers and laborers, and the cordial efforts and free-will offer- 
ings of Christian zeal and love. 
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Our Fathers in God, we ask you to plead for us, and to speed 
on our cause. 

Brethren of the Clergy, we invoke your interest and aid. 
Will you do the cause the favor to read this Appeal to your peo- 
ple, and let them have an early opportunity to give—if possible 
during the season of Advent. 

Christian friends and brethren of the Laity, we would bespeak 
and entreat your lively interest. We do not, cannot doubt, 
your willingness to give. Weask your aid; your alms; your 
sympathy ; your prayers. 

We hope that nvery parisu will this yeardo something. We 
have had, the last year, more than one hundred new parishes 
contributing. How many will this year remember us? Will 
not all? Brethren, “The time is short’—* The work is great.” 
“There remaineth yet very much land to be possessed.” “The 
end of all things is at hand.” Let every one of us, in the Mas- 
ter’s Spirit, take up the Master’s words, “I must work the 
works of Hini that sent me, while it is day; the night cometh, 
when no man can work.”

Hlissionarn Mectings. 


Severau of these have been held in quick succession, and 
the interest awakened by their services cannot but result in per- 
manent and growing good. 

The first was held on the evening of Monday, November 7, 
in Christ Church, Baltimore, Bishop Whittingham presiding. 
Addresses were made by the Rev. Drs. Tokne and Balch, 

and the Rev. Messrs. Syle and A. C. Coxe. The meeting, 
though not large, was interesting, and productive of good. 
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The second meeting was held in St. Paul’s, Boston, on the 
evening of Sunday, November 19th, when Bishop Eastburn 
presided, and the Rev. Mr. Syle made an address in detail, 
giving a brief history of China and Missionary operations in 
that country, and of the nature and prospects of our Mission to 
the Chinese in California. 

The third meeting was in St. Stephen’s Church, Philadelphia, 
on the evening of Sunday, November 26. Bishop Potter pre- 
sided, and addressed the meeting with earnestness and effect. 
Addresses were also made by the Rev. Dr. Stevens, the Rev. 
Messrs. Wilmer and Syle, and the Secretary of the Domestic 
Committee. The church was crowded, and a deep interest 
awakened by this animated and interesting meeting, which 
will not, as we hope, be lost, in coming fruits and lasting good 
upon the intelligent and influential congregation there gathered 
from various parishes. 

The fourth meeting was held in the Church of the Holy 
Trinity, Brooklyn, N. Y., on Advent Sunday evening, Decem- 
ber 6. The Rev. Dr. Lewis, the Rector, presided; and 
the opening services were by the Rev. Mr. Drowne, Assist- 
ant Minister of the Parish. It was intended as a farewell 
meeting for the Rev. Mr. Syle, our Missionary to the Chinese 
in California, who embarked on the 5th December, in the 
steamer George Law, for his distant field. Mr. Syle addressed 
the meeting in a review of his past labors and a prospective 
glance at his future field, and manifested deep emotion at tho 
parting and the prospect. He was followed by the Rev. Dr. 
Cutler, of St. Ann’s, Brooklyn, who showed a deep interest 
in the person and work of the Missionary, and manifested 
warmly and strongly his growing interest in the enlarging field 
and important work of our Domestic Missions. That thoughtful, 
earnest minds, and firm, fast friends of Missions everywhere, are 
bearing a like testimony, is to us full of encouragement and 
matter of devout thanksgiving. 

We give the following report of the remarks of the Rev. Dr. 
Cutler, as we find them in the Cuurcn Journa :. 

“He spoke of the imperative necessity of this Missionary undertaking in’ 
California. To the political economist and to the Christian, if was a mo- 


mentous thing, this large and increasing influx of foreigners from every park 
of our land. They bring political and religious views with them, unlike 
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ours, and are generally ignorant, superstitious, and given to unbelief, It 
seemed to him that God was sending them here, and planning thereby their 
mental and moral elevation. To this end He had laid open this vast coun- 
try to the Anglo-Saxon race, and placed us here in advance. He had 
planted here His Church; colleges and schools had been every where 
established: all, to enable us to act as a lever upon the masses now flocking 
to our coasts... The Prophet Isaiah, (Ixi. 5 and 6 vs.), it would almost seem, 
had foretold this event, and marked out our duty: ‘Strangers shall stand 
and feed your flocks, and the sons of the alien shall be your ploughmen 
and vinedressers. But ye shall be named the Priests of the Lord; men shall 
call you the Ministers of our God: ye shall eat the riches of the Gentiles, 
and in their glory shall ye boast yourselves.’ The people of other countries 
have come to toil for us, to build our cities, to till our lands, to construct our 
railroads and canals, and we rejoice in their labors; but our duty to them 
is to be Priests of the Lord—to be Missionaries among them, and living 
witnesses of God’s truth. Our great extent of territory, the blessings of 
civil and religious liberty, and the numerous advantages of this country 
over the old and densely populated countries of the other hemisphere, were 
invitations to them to come over and settle among us. ° To keep alive our 
liberties, to protect our free institutions, to perpetuate all that is pure and 
good in our midst, requires from us every possible exertion. When he 
considered this great influx from the Old World, and looked on the mighty 
issues which were to follow, in religion, in politics, in society, he could not 
help thinking what a most necessary and all-important instrumentality the 
Domestic Missions of our Church were becoming. He would not discourage 
efforts now going on in foreign lands; but he could not help saying that of 
late, in view of the considerations already stated} his interest in Domestic 
Missions had increased tenfold. They were necessary for our self-preserva- 
tion, as well as for the immortal welfare of the teeming millions of foreign- 
ers already here and ever coming.’ He concluded his able and eloquent 
remarks by showing that if was the surest way of testing the vitality and 
ministering to the growth of our own piety, to work, ourselves, for the con- 
version of others. It would be the means of saving them, and also of say- 
ing ourselves.” 


The Domestic Secretary made the closing address, and read 
a letter of instructions and encouragement to Mr. Syle, by the 
Domestic Committee. 

The meeting was well attended, notwithstanding the inclem- 
ency of the weather, and made an impression on the friends of 
Missions present, which will be no damper on the interest which 
even such a storm could not repress. 

The fifth and last meeting was held in Grace Church, Provi- 
dence, on Wednesday evening, December 6, the day on which 
the Rev. Thomas M. Clark, D. D., was consecrated as Bishop 
of Rhode Island. 

Bishop Clark presided, and addressed the meeting with great 
feeling, ability and effect. Addresses were also made by the 
Rt. Rev. Bishop Lee of Iowa, the Rey. Dr. Vinton of Bosto» | 
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and the Secretary of the Domestic Committee. This meeting, 
though Zast, was not least in its stirring interest, and will not, we 
trust, be without its lasting fruits. A collection was made for 
Missionary purposes in the Diocese of Iowa, a direction suggest- 
ed by the presence of Bishop Lee, and his part in the services 
of the day and the exercises of the meeting. 

The details of these meetings have been given more fully in 
the Church papers. The multiplying of such services in our 
larger cities and towns would do much to quicken and draw 
out an interest in the great and solemn work of our General 
Missions, and thus secure far more of sympathy and earnest 
prayer, and kind co-operation and large-hearted liberality. 

We here subjoin the letter alluded to above, addressed to the 
Rev. Mr. Syle on the eve of his departure, by the Domestic 
Committee :— 

New-York, December 2d, 1854. 
Rev. anp Dear’ Broruer: 

As the time of your departure is at hand, the Domestic Com- 
mittee would commend you and yours to the kind care of Him 
who rules the waves, as well as to the aid and blessing of the 
mighty power of the Holy Ghost, in your arduous and holy 
work. Your past experience in seeking to enlighten and to 
guide the minds and hearts of heathen in their blindness, will 
show you that this is no easy work, and teach you where to look 
for grace and strength to cheer you in your labors and crown 
your toils and prayers with good success. 

Your new sphere of labor is one of stirring interest. Chris- 
tian Missions, in their fulness and their power, there meet 
and mingle. With blinded heathen at our very doors, we have 
a Foreign Mission on domestic ground ; and God thus, in His pro- 
vidence, is teaching us that, in the work of Missions, all is one 
—our aims, our cares, our toils, our prayers, our helps, our 
hopes, our end, all meet in the one Saviour, the same Eternal 
Spirit ;--the same great end—the salvation of souls and the glory 
of God, and the one cheering hope of Christian hearts, in the 
smile of a common Father and the one happy home of heaven. 

In your new work, God has set before you an open door. 
There are those waiting to greet you on the shores of California 
whom your kindness has relieved and won to love their bene- 
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factor and welcome his instructions. We shall expect 
you to go on and prosper in your work, in cordial confer- 
ence with the Missionary Bishop of California, subject to whose 
approval your Mission has been sanctioned by the Board; and 
to report to him and us alike your efforts and discouragements, 
your progress and your hopes. As much of the success of your 
mission must depend upon the enlightened interest which shall 
feel for it, and pray for it, and give to it at home, we need not 
say that frequent life-like and stirring accounts of your work 
and sphere will be most valuable and important. We hope and 
trust that, in the glorious work and the vast field and prospects 
now before you, you will find ample room and full employment 
for the remnant of your energies and life; but if it should be 
otherwise, you will, of course, give us timely notice of the 
reasons and clear orderings of Providence which may induce 
you to withdraw from it. But, hoping and believing otherwise, 
we look forward with high hope to the rich fruits:and happy 
issue of your ministry and labors among the Chinese in Cali- 
fornia——a work and ministry which will identify your name and 
efforts with the great work of Christian Missions at home and 
abroad, with the spiritual regeneration of the hundred millions 
of China, and with the gathering and solemn destinies of our own 
great and growing country. That you may have for all these 
things the strength and power, we may assure you of the cor- 
dial interest, heartfelt sympathy and united prayers of this Com- 
mittee, and of a multitude of faithful, earnest, praying souls, who 
will thus hold up your hands and cheer and speed your earnest 
way. Go forth, then, brother, in the name and streneth of 
God, to do and suffer all His holy will, “and when the Chief 
Shepherd shall appear, you shall receive a crown of glory that 
fadeth not away !”

We thankfully insert the following words, well and kindly 
said by the Editor of the Cuurcn Journau. In these “ words 
fitly spoken,” the case is well put. 


“In exlarged wants, we find enlarged hearts and larger faith, 
So ‘the field is the world,’ and ‘to a man and a Christian’ ‘no 
man (who has a soul to save, and for whom Christ died) is or 
can be foreign.’ ‘As we have opportunity, then, let us do good 
unto all men, but especially unto them who are of the household 
of faith.’ 

“ This field is growing so rapidly, that the liberality of Church- 
men needs constant spurring, in order to keep up with it. In- 
deed, Foreign and Domestic are beginning to be so mixed and 
mingled, that it is hard to tell them apart.

from even the last lingering remnant of faith in Christ, we may 
surely find all the claims of Foreign fields lying close at our own 
doors. Who, then, can be deaf to the call? Advent is the sea- 
son for the coming of our Lord. Who will refuse to go out to 
meet Him? And of those that go out, who will venture to ap- 
pear before the Lord empty-handed ?”

Oregon—Rev. Johu McCarty, D. D. 


Porrianp, (Or. Ter.,) October 6, 1854. 


Tue long-wished for arrival of our Missionary Bishop took place on the 
29d of April. He has made this place his residence, at least for the present, 
but has passed but few Sundays here, having been most of his time engaged 
in visiting and officiating in different parts of his extensive Missionary 


Diocese. } 
phaday, the 24th of September, the Bishop consecrated our beau tifa 
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church edifice, in this city, by the name of Trinity Church, and the follow- 
ing Sunday he confirmed three persons in it. ‘Lhe congregation which has 
assembled in the new building has been larger than could have been seated 
in the small and inconvenient place where we have heretofore worshipped. 
The Church in this place may now be regarded as firmly established and in 
a flourishing condition: it should at once be, in part, self-supporting, and 
ere long entirely so. : ‘ 

At Van Couver there is but a small population, and in the immediate 
neighborhood (besides the garrison) there is but a limited field of usefulness ; 
but in the surrounding country, especially along the Columbia River, there 
is work enough for a Missionary ; and I am happy to say that the obstacle 
to the growth of Van Couver is about to be removed, by our government 
extinguishing the claim of the Hudson’s.Bay Company to the land in and 
about the place. When this is accomplished, I believe it will improve 
rapidly, and become an important town. The building of a church there is 
contemplated; and I doubt not, if a minister is obtained to sueceed me, for 
which measures have been taken, this good design will be accomplished in 
less than a year. 

During the last six months I have continued my usual Sunday services 
here and at Van Couver., 

The 22d of May I accompanied Bishop Scott on a tour to Puget’s Sound, 
in Washington Territory, by the same route I took last year. When we 
were together I read the service, and he preached at four different places. 
Sunday, the 28th of May, while he was at Olympia, the capital, I officiated 
at Steilacoon, in the garrison, in the mor ing—and in the village, in the 
afternoon; and on the following Sunday at the same village in the afternoon, 
when the Bishop was holding a service at Nisqually. In this tour we 
were employed seventeen days, and the Bishop was made aware of the 
time that must be spent, the fatigue and discomfort undergone, in the dis- 
charge of his duties in this new country. 

The 23d of July I officiated in Oregon City for the Rev. Mr. Fackler, who 
was employed at Salem, the capital of Oregon. 

I was engaged five days in the month of August in visiting the Dalles 
of the Columbia, ninety miles above Van Couver, where I had service 
morning and afternoon of Sunday the 13th, The congregation were com- 
posed of the garrison stationed there, and a few settlers who reside in the 
neighborhood. This was the first time a minister of our Church had ever 
officiated there. 

An appointment was made for me on Sunday. the 27th of August, at Wapa- 
too Lake, and on the Tualitan Plains. I rode to Wapatoo, twenty-five miles 
from this place, the day previous; the next morning I went to the school- 
house, where the service was to be held, but on account of a rain storm no 
one was present. I continued on through the rain some ten miles tothe 
Plains, to keep the appointment for 3, P. M, but for the same cause I 
found no congregation. I have also officiated twice on the Fourth Plain, 
eight miles from Van Couver. 

The 19th of September I went to the Cascades, forty-five miles above 
Van Couver, to baptize two children. 

‘This will be my last report from this station, with the approbation of the 
Bishop, and for reasons | have given to the Committee. Iam about to re- 
move to Steilacuon, on the Sound, where there is a great field of useful- 
ness, and a pressing call for a minister of our Church, J trust I shall not 
long be left alone in Washington Territory, which is almost three times 
larger than the New-England-States. Olympia, the capital, to which [am 


to devote one Sunday in every month, should have a Missionary, as soon as 
‘Portland and Salem are supplied.

ANOTHER PARISH SELF-SUPPORTING. 


Tue following letter, addressed tothe Secretary, will speak 
for itself. The sketch of the church has not yet been engraved. 
We may yet be able to give it. 


“ Rey. and pEaR Sir:—Having resigned my Missionary appointment. to 
Brownsville, Texas—and this station being now sell-supporting—I have 
concluded to send you with my last report a sketch of the new church, and 
of the history of the parish, for publication in Tue Sprrir or Missions. I 
believe that the success that has crowned our efforts will be the best reward 
that those who have contributed to the establishment of the Church here 
could desire, and I hope that it will be the best incentive to those who have 
refused or neglected to contribute (or who were not called upon to contribute 
to this work) to do so towards other like works, whenever a call may be 
made upon them to do so. Three years and one month have elapsed since 
I first came to Brownsville, a place 200 miles south of any other parish in 
the United States, except that on the island of Key West, south of Florida. 
No clergyman of the Church had ever been here before I came, and none 
has ever been here since—not even my Bishop. When I came here there 
were four communicants in the place, and only one of those was a male. 
That gentleman was Mr. Jos. P. Conthony, of Boston, by whose instrument- 
ality the parish was organized, and your Missionary was called to the 
rectorship. That wasin the prosperous days of Brownsville; but before I 
could get here, political changes in Mexico cut off our commerce, which has 
never yet revived, Hence, in place of the fair prospects for establishing 
the Church, which I had anticipated, the prospect daily grew worse and 
worse (so far as pecuniary ability was concerned)—but, by the grace of 
God, as the ability was taken away the Church steadily increased, and the 
will to do all things was daily increased with our numbers. But for this I 
should have left the post long ago; but the importance of the position, and the 
evident blessing that attended my labors, kept me steadfast in my work. 
At length, the burden of rent, added to the sum contributed towards my 
support, became too great to be borne, and at the request of the vestry I 
went through the Atlantic States to get aid from the old churches to enable 
us to fortify our position on the Rio Grande. Every one says that my suc- 
cess was good, considering the short time that I was absent, and the manner 
in which I made my appeal. I appealed, with very few exceptions, only 
to the clergy, and left them to do what they saw fit. The sum total received 
was about $2,700; of this, over $300 were to be deducted to defray my 
expenses; but with the $2,400 remaining we contracted for the shell of a 
church, which should cost $3,000: a few of the vestry, who could best afford 
it, making themselves responsible for the balance. When the shell was 
done, however, a gentleman offered to send for stained glass windows for 
the chancel. The vestry ordered plain glass windows for the other open- 
ings. Then it was found that a fence was needed to protect the windows. 
This cost $300 more. It was then concluded to have some painting done, 
and finally it was resolved to have all the wood work, that ought to be 

ainted, done with the rest. Then agentleman presented a dell, and nexta 
belfry had to be put up. Extra seats, too, and some chancel furniture were 
also needed—so that, in the end, instead of $3,000 covering the expense, it 
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was nearer $5,000. To meet this, we have been constantly receiving some 
small offerings, and our people have made no less than four different con- 
tributions, according to their ability, within the past year. Still, the vestry 
has incurred some debt by this zeal—a thing to which I was not quite re- 
conciled, even by the zeal and faith which prompted tu it. There remains 
yet about $900, which must be paid by June 3d, 1855. This is in addition 
tothe current parochial expenses. The church, too, being enitrely free— 
not a seat being sold or rented, or to be sold or rented, we must depend for 
this balance upor. the voluntary contributions of those who choose to help 
us, whether at home or abroad. But we have now a church, which has 
been greatly admired by persons capable of judging ; it wall seat comfortably 
between 250 and 300, if all the room that is capable of being benched is 
occupied. The congregation, too, is steadily increasing in numbers, and is 
improving still more rapidly, in conforming to the teachings and practices 
of the Church. 

I cannot. be sufficiently thankful, when I look about me and see the 
change that has taken place in this community since I came here three 
years ago. Then the voice of Christianity, or of morality—or of decency, 
even, was almost unheard here; and where it was heard, it was only in 
wailing for the utter godlessness of the place. There is yet only too much 
that is evil about us, but the whole aspect of the place has changed—war, 
want and pestilence, in turn, thinned. our population, and took off the worst 
of our people, In the meanwhile, the Church has zmproved many: she has 
added rorry to her communion. Most ofthese, too, have been among the 
best and most influential of our citizens; and now, though many of these 
rorty have died and been buried, and some few have gone away to other 
places, their influence still abides here in those whom they influenced 
while yet with us; and now there are again twenty communicants, besides 
myself. But it seems that no matter how fast individuals are brought to 
reflection and repentance, and are added to the communion, they are taken 
from us again by death or removal. This has been my chief drawback 
here, and especially since the yellow fever times of last year. This isa 
thing especially to be deplored in such a place as this—but, with so.much 
for which to be thankful, it were sinful to complain of this. 

The Church, however, has now an outpost, in sight and sound of Mexico, 
which ought to have their prayers and sympathies—if not further assistance 
- from all who know the religious state ot Mexico, and of this sézl unruly 
frontier, and who wish that the light of true religion and the reign of 
righteousness should be established in regions of ungodliness and wicked- 
ness. , 

With the grateful acknowledgments of my people, as well as of myself, 
to all those who have assisted us in our work, I remain in hope, but in 
weakness,

Lockhart—Rev. J. Wood Dunn. 


“Since my last report, there has been no very marked change 
in the Parishes at Seguin and Gonzales. The usual services 
have been kept up, and a few souls have been heard to inquire 
after the ‘old paths.’ 

“But at Lockhart another state of things exists. Shortly after 
the Bishop’s visit a systematic opposition commenced, excited, 
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no doubt, by the success of the Church; and the only house in 
town which could be used as a place of worship, and in which I 
had been holding services on the evening of the third Sunday of 
each month, was denied me any longer. Under such circum- 
stances, it became evident that I must either build a house or 
give up the field; and to give up would be to lose all that had 
been gained. After a few weeks of anxious solicitude and 
earnest effort, the foundation of a small, neat church edifice was 
laid; and I trust it was done in humble trust in God that He 
would aid those who help themselves. Four gentlemen agreed 
to put the roof on and the windows in, if I could cet up the 
walls ; and I, with nothing but my slender missionary stipend to 
depend upon, (for it takes all we can make besides to pay our 
board,) became personally responsible for six hundred. dollars, 
the cost of the walls. 

“The walls are made of ‘concrete,’ and will be finished in a 
few days. Three hundred dollars must be paid when the work 
is finished, and the remaining three hundred in July next. 

“ Through the kindness and liberality of two noble Christian 
ladies, one of them living in Eastern Texas, the other in Phila- 
delphia, I have received $260, to aid me in erecting a house 
in which I may gather these converts and teach them the 
pure-principles of our holy religion. Yet I must have at least 
as much more, before we can hold service in our house; and I 
would ask, as a Missionary of the Church, if there are not other 
Christians who are willing to give something to aid the cause of 
Christ in this new and interesting field.” 


Anderson—Rev. C. Gillette. 


«Since my last semi-annual report, one communicant has 
died, and seven removed. 

«The above rep6rt includes only the communicants at An- 
derson. There are some scventeen connected with the Par- 
ishes at Huntsville and Cold Spring—two points, one thirty-five 
and the other seventy miles from this, where I have ministered 
occasionally. 

«The great need of the Church throughout Fgaileh is self- 
denying men for the work of the ministry. T'wo of those asso- 
ciated with me as teachers in our Diocesan School and College, 
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have been ordained to the ministry ; and two of our pupils, J 
trust, have determined to study for the sacred ministry. 

“This is doing something towards supplying our lack of labor- 
ers; but, alas, how little compared with our wants! The field 
is more than white for the harvest; but where are those who 
are to thrust in the sickle and garner the precious grain? 

“The Trustees of St. Paul’s College have requested me to 
act as General Agent for the Institution for a season. I must, 
therefore, resign my missionary assistance, to take effect Octo- 
ber Ist, 1854.” 


Wisconsin. 
Waukesha—Rev. Charles B. Stout 


“Since my report in April I have been absent in the East, 
collecting for the completion of the Church, by request of, the 
Bishop and permission of the Committee. Funds to the amount 
of about $1,500 were obtained ; and if the pledges made are all 
paid, the work will be finished by Ist January next. We hope 
there will be no failure, as, so many clouds have hung over this 
Parish, it is all-important that the work be speedily completed. 
We are really doing very well here now, and when the church 
is finished in a plain but substantial way, we may well calcu- 
late on an increase of prosperity. 

“There is increasing spiritual interest in the Parish and 
among the people; and I may say truly that there never has 
been a time when the effort to render the establishment of our 
Church permanent was regarded with more favor by the com- 
munity than at present. Your Missionary, while there are 
many things to regret, cannot but rejoice that so many give at- 
tention to the preached Word, and appear to take a deep inter- 
est in the prosperity of the Church. In God’s own time we 
hope for a harvest of souls. In the meanwhile, it is ours to 
labor, and pray, and wait. The natural soil of Wisconsin is 
vastly productive; and the present year has been marked by a 
bountiful return from the labors of the husbandman. May we 


not look for a like return from the cultivation of the spiritual 
soil ?” 
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Oneida Indian Station, Duck Creek, near Green Bay—Rev. E. 
A. Goodnough. 


“On my arrival at this Station, Ist October, 1853, I found the 
people of the Mission in a deplorable spiritual and temporal con- 
dition, on account of ministerial destitution. One Indian said 
to me, ‘Since we have been without a Missionary, we have be- 
come almost wild again.’ Yet I was welcomed with gladness 
by all; and, contrasting the present time with a year ago, I have 
abundant cause to thank God and take courage. There is now 
not half the drunkenness and general disregard of that which is 
good. ‘The prospects of the Mission are in the highest degree 
encouraging ; and I feel that labor and money are not expended 
‘in vain in the Lord.’ The Indian is teachable, but exceedingly 
unstable. The temptations to which he is exposed are many 
and powerful, and he has not strength enough, unaided, to resist 
them. Still, by faithful and continual teaching and warning, he 
can be kept in the path of Christian duty. 

“ This tribe is in a transition state, so to speak. It is neither 
civilized nor barbarous; and, as a people, they hardly know 
whether to advance or go back to their ancient habits. This 
being so, I feel, as a Missionary of the Church of Christ, I have 
a most responsible office and work among this people. 

“The Church building is not yet repaired. We ought to ex- 
pend a thousand dollars upon it at once. We would do it our- 
selves, if we could; but feel obliged to call upon those who are 
able for help. The cholera has visited us this season somewhat 
severely, and left some widows and orphans requiring the sym- 
pathy of the benevolent. If a chest of medicine, also, could be 
sent to me, for gratuitous distribution, much sickness and sufler- 
ing might be prevented. 

“T wish to acknowledge, with many thanks to the givers and 
gratitude to the Disposer of hearts, the receipt of forty-six dol- 
lars for the repairs of the church building. Thirty was given 
by ‘J.,’ a daughter of the Church in Philadelphia; ten was 
given by ‘Y.,’ of Lancaster, Pa.; and six by Rey. George P. 
Schetky, Louisville, Ky.” 
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Sowa. 
Dubuque—Rev. R. D. Brooke. 


“Ty is very gratifying to me to be able at this time to tender 
my resignation to your Society, my parish having resolved to 
become self-supporting. 

“The congregation has continued to increase, and is now in 
a flourishing condition. Since my last report.we have lost 
several communicants by removal, and several have been added. 
In looking over the past history of this parish, we find that 
Episcopal services were first performed here in 1838, by the 
Rev. Mr. Cadle, then a chaplain at the military post at Prairie 
Du Chien, which is ninety miles above this, in Wisconsin 
There were then but six or seven nominal Episcopalians to be 
found here. These, and a few others friendly to the Episcopal’ 
Church, were associated together through the exertions of the 
Rev. Mr. Cadle, as wardens and vestry of a church styled St. 
John’s. From this time until 1844 no clergyman could be 
obtained to take charge of the parish, which was occasionally 
visited by Bishop Kemper. About the close of 1844, the Rev. 
Daniel Murphy received and accepted a call to take charge of 
it. He, however, remained but eighteen months, and the parish 
was again vacant until the fall of 1846, when the Rev. James 
Du Pui became the pastor. By the exertions of the Rev. Mr. 
Du Pui several hundred dol'ars were collected abroad towards 
the erection of a church edifice, which, together with what was 
raised here, enabled the vestry to put up the walls of a very neat 
building. When Mr. Du Pui left, there were thirty communi- 
cants belonging to the Church, a number of whom moved away. 
Tis connection with the parish was dissolved in the spring of 
1850, and the present rector took charge in the fall of the same 
year. During that fall and winter he held services, first in the 
Court-House, and then in the Baptist Meeting-House, which 
was kindly lent to us, they being without a clergyman. 

“On the 18th of April, 1851, the building now occupied was 
consecrated to the worship of God by the Right Rev. Jackson 
Kemper, he being assured it should never be sold for the debt, 
which was then nearly $1,000, but has been reduced to about 
£30. ‘Thus has this parish gone on from step to step through 
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many difficulties, until it has become self-supporting—the first in 
the Diocese—and may it thus continue, through the blessing of 
God, growing stronger and stronger as time passes by.”
